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Applicants argue that the 35 USC 112, second paragraph rejection should be withdrawn because they have amended the claims to replace 
the limitation of "substantially free" with "free". 

It is noted by the Examiner that there was a 35 USC 112, first paragraph and second paragraph rejection. The rejections will be maintained 
for the reasons as set forth in the rejection of the 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph rejection in that there is no teaching in the specification of a 
phospholipid and any negative limitation or exclusionary proviso must have basis in the original disclosure. 

Applicants argue that Touitou requires the presence of a phospholipid while claim 1 is free of a phospholipd. Applicants further argue that 
Peart discloses using amounts of ethanol above 20% because it results in an ineffective formulation. 

As discussed in the previous Office Action, the claims limitation the composition being "free" of phospholipid is considered a new claim 
limitation that would require further examination. Regarding the teachings of Peart, it is noted that the claim language present reads on 
amount of the alcohol at "about 20%" of which the term "about" is a relative term that can include amounts below 20% Therefore, the art is 
considered to still read on the claim and the rejection is maintained. 
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
